NEW ORLEANS. 
4 LARGER DEATH-KOLL. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Orveans, La, Sept. 16.—The death- 
rate has increased to seventy-three with the re- 
turn of warm weather. The doctors say. how- 
ever, of the new cases since the cold spell, that 
they are of the lightest time, hardiy justifying, 
m many instances, the use of medicine. Fred 
Southmayd, Secretary of the Howards, is down 
with fever today. Young Irving Olmstead, 
formerly of Yonkers, N. Y., went early to 
Grenada as a volunteer for the Howards, acted 
as Secretary of the Committee till taken sick, 
returned home, and died to-day. 

In St. Vincent’s Asylum sixty-three orphans 
have had the fever, but, with the careful nursing 
of the Sisters of Charity, not one death has oc- 
curred. | 

CLEAR AND PLEASANT.

MORE BNCOURAGING. 
Mpectat Diapatcate fhe Trisune. 

BROWNSVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 16.—The outlook 
is more encouraging. Nineteen new cases and 
four deaths. Among the deaths was James 
Kelly, a well-known grocery merchant. Jacob 
C. Smith, aged W, a refugee seven miles from 
town, also died. He was a soldier of 1812. 
Several others are dying. The ycllow-fever hos- 
pital contains six patients, of whicn one is at 
the point of death. Mayor McGrath is the only 
civil officer remaining, all the rest having fled, 
even the Jailer going off with the keys, 
necessitating the forcing of the - jail- 
doors to-day to let out a prisoner who had been 
forgotten in the Jdaiier’s haste to get away. 
Over eight cases are now under treatment. and 
a good many are convalesccut. The discase is 
not now so malignant, as treatment of it is bet- 
ter understood than at the start, when nineteen 
out of twenty-four cases died. But the poison 
secms to have saturated the atmosphere, and 
no one can breathe it with safety.

Carro, III., Sept. 16.—John Crofton, attached 
to the Buben, Obcriy’s paper. was taken on 
Friday with what was pronounced as yellow fe- 
ver. He ecopvalesced on Sunday, and was 
thought to be on the mend this morning. He 
is now reported in a delirium with black vomit 
exuding from his lips: and yet Cairo is free 
from the prevatling, epidemic. There is not a 
single authenticated case of vellow fever, 60 
called, can be said to have existed here since it 
beganits march from the South. People who 
reside here insist that this is the case in nearly 
every instance. They say that with one or two 
exceptions the cases supposed tobe yellow fever 
have been malarial, and 

YIELDED READILY TO TREATMENT. 
If this is true, the question naturally surgests 
itself as to the cases of Nally, Muikey,and Sul- 
livan, who died last night at Mound City. 
The truth is, tbe fever bas afflicted peopie here 
since early in AuBust. ‘The lirst case was that 
of ‘a roustabout on the Porter. IIe was taken 
ow Ang. S. suffered two days, was overtaken by 
the black vomit, and yrelded up the ghost. This 
was lollowed by the case of Lewis Clark, with 
like fatal results, the cases at Porter's, which 
involved the entire family, of which the niece 
adds to the record. Then came Hourton Dickey, 
who fell sick with typical symptoms of the fever 
last Thursday.

There are other cases which a gevtiemen of 
this city diagnoses as unequivocally Bronze 
John.

These 
men were subjected to the contagion or infec 
tion by intercourse with passengers from the 
infected districts. Their cases were taken in 
time, and recovered as did those of the Porter

been pronounced and treated as bilious fever, 
and when !t was ascertained to be a case of yel- 
low fever it had wilvanéed to such a stage as to 
be unsuseeptable to treatment.

lustrated iu the case of a river hand, William 
Blake, better known to the public through bis 
ripg name, Dubli Tricks.” He was taken at 
about 11 o'clock, and, having on previous occa- 
sions experienced yellow fever, appreciated the 
situation, called a vbysician, and by moruing of 
the following day was convalescent.

When the editor of the Hues died, panic 
seized the inhabitants, and all who could lett 
the town. The most rigid system of quaran- 
tine is exercised against the admission of 
refugees from the South. Every precaution is 
taken to prevent the disease from obtaining a 
foothold, and most careful measures are being 
employed to prevent an epidemic. If one is 
impending, this is an eminently vroper course. 
But the idea sought to be promulrated, that no 
yellow-fever exists, is not true. and 
CAIRO 18 NOT ALONE 

in this affliction. It is said sporadic cases are 
to be found at Mound City and other points in 
this vicinity, at Ashley, nearly 100 miles north 
of here, and at other places, and the conclusion 
among those who feel inclined to talk on the 
subjcct is that unless frost comes soon the 
disease will become as pronounced as at Hiek- 
mau, a river town between here and Memphis.

Paris, Tenn., Sept. 16.—Paria was thrown 
into a fever of excitement this morning, and 
everybody seems to be moving. Doe Lewis, a 
native, and who has not been ont of Paris, died 
of a genuine case of veliow fever. The fever 
was contracted here. There are two other cases 
of undoubted yellow fever among our peonle, 
with four or five prostrated at the depot. Phy- 
sictans have pronounced it yellow fever, have 
declared it of au epitemic character. and have 
advised citizens to flee the town, which they are 
now doing as fast as they can move out. 

The town is demoralised. The stampede com- 
menced yesterday, forty familics leaving the 
town. 

Every precaution has been taken against the 
svread of the discase. and the town has been 
whitened with disinfectants. Business has beea 
almost suspended. Five deaths have occurred 
here from yellow fever the past week, one 
from bilious fever, and one from old age. An 
unknown man was found dead on tne railroad 
last Thursday, four miles north of Paris, and 


it was not mntil Saturday thot any ene could be 
gotten to bury him for fear he had died of yet- 
low fever. It tis supposed he died from ex- 
posure.

New Orleans—During the weck ended yes- 
terday noon, there were 1,528 cases of yellow 
fever and 530 deiths, making in all 6,157 cases 
and 1,926 deaths. Inthe last twenty-four hours, 
to Friday noon, there were 228 cases and 58 
deaths. 

Cairo—The editor of the Cairo Bulletin died 
of yellow fever on the 12th inst. One of the 
employes of the Bulletin office died yesterday. 
No other cases. On the 4th inst. four members 
ot a family residing two miles from Cairo, upon 
the banks of the Mississippi, were suddenly 
stricken with yellow fever. Un the 10th the 
remaining two members of the family were 
attacked and one dicd. The children 
found an abandoned skiff in the river 
and removed it to the house for re- 
pairs. Three or four days afterward all who 
were around the boat were stricken with yellow 
fever in one day. The quarantine physician dis- 
sents from the diagnosis of the attending and 
the consulting physicians. 

Hickman, Ky.—The telegraph operator re- 
ported dead.

Louisville—There were nineteen new cases of 
yellow fever and seven deaths for the week end- 
ed yesterday evening.—all refucces.

Gallipolis, O.—There have been twenty-five 
eases of yellow fever and nine deaths resulting 
from communication with the steamboat John 
Porter and her barges while anchored near 
Gallipolis.

LENZEN’S AUCTION. 

The remnants of the late city and county. pic- 
nic were auctioned yesterday morning at 
the Michigan street front, near the main en- 
trance, of the County Building. Commissioner 
Lenzen, the man of big heart as well as body, 
bossed the job, while Eugene Townsend, as- 
sistant to Filkins, Clerk of the County Board, 
did the actual selling, and, fer an impromptu 
auctioneer, made at exceedingly good one. The 
crowd was not-large, but it was good-natured 
and charitably-inclined, and the results of the 
sale were rather fair to contemplate. The first 
lot of stuff sold was composed of thirty-five 
tuvs, whichJoe Hogan took in at 50 cents 
apiece, or $17.50. John Garrick took 
five wooden buckets, 
at 22 cents apiece, 

Illinois street grocer named Goodrich got a box 
of Rhine wine, a dozen bottles, at $5.75, J. B. 
Banser another for $6, and Goodrich still 
another for $5. A box of Black Rose was 
knocked down to John Schnaitman at $5, and 
Tom Nelson chuckled as he raked in a case of 
French claret at $4.50. Then the auctioneer 
put up another box of Rhine wine, and forth- 
with a generous spirit of rivalry sprang up be- 
tween Tom and John Garrick, who managed to 
run the bids up to $7.50, at which figure the 
fluid was finally knocked downto Tom. Six 
gallons of Moselle went to Jacob Ott at $7.75, 
and a Mr. Holcomb, of Jefferson, bought 
four gallons of fiery. untamed Bourbon at 88. 
Alot of cider, thirty-four gallons, went dirt- 
cheap to C. Goebel, for $2.75. This was all of 
the donated articles remaining from the picnic, 
except four and a half dozen common table- 
knives, three dozen forks, and one gross of 
spoons. They were put in a basket, and the 
whole business, basket and all, went to John 
Owens for $3, making the proceeds of the sale 
$73.85. Most of the stuff was sojd at quite all 
it was worta, and after the sale the purchasers 
repaired to Lenzen’s, across the street, where 
settlements were made, and certain stoups of 
liquor taken inwardly by way of celcbrating the 
affair.

A TEXAS TRAGEDY. 

Cincinnati, O., Sept. 16.—The following ac- 
count of a most horrible murder w given in a 
dispatch from Houston, Le.: The wife of 
George Lynch, a respected ditizen of Berkley, 
Tex.. died some weeks ago, leaving an infant. 
Lynch had seven other ehildren, the oldest, 
Clemie, being 17 years of age.

He sprang up and 
saw a masked man standing in the middle of 
the room pointing a pistol at him.

When he recov consciousness he 
tound himself lving in a lane outside the prem- 
ises. The assassin, thinking Lynch dead, seized 
a hatchet and put the children, who were wit- 
nesses, out of the way. He assaulted Clemie 
and buried the batchet Im her head; also 
crushed the skulls of threé other children, and 
then set fire to the house. 

»The distracted father saw the burning house 
fall in on the bodies of his eight children, The 
bodies were afterwards exbumed aad an inquest 
held, when the hatchet-®ounds were discovered 
upon the skulls of the children.

HOW IS THE CAPITAL OF THESE INSTITUTIONS

The Attorney-General bas decided 
that the purchase-price must be allowed to rep 
resent the capital stock. The Internal Revenue 
Bureau holds, on the contrary, that the amount 
called for on the face of tlie securities should be 
allowed to represent the capital stock, do!lar 
for dollar.

A BROKEN BANK, 
AND HINTS AS TO ANOTHER. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune 

Wasn oro. D. C., Sept. 16,—The failure of 
the banking house of H. E. Offley & Co. here 
will not oecasion @fipancia) disturbance, as its 
business was mainly eonfined to brokerage. and 
it is probable that none of the other banks will 
be involved. This house was partly political in 
its origin, Oflle; having along time been Chief 
Clerk and confidential man of Robeson when 
the latter was Secretary of the Navy. On ac- 
count of this connection and his great personal 
popularity, the bank secured a large business 
among army and navy men, who, as small de- 
positors, are likely to be the great- 
est sufferers. It was at one time 
supposed that Robeson himself had a 
large interest in the firm, but this is now de- 
nied, The immediate cause of the failure is 
said to have been speculations in District three- 
sixty-five bonds, growing out of the legislation 
of Congress at the last session. The bill which 
vassed creating a new form of Goverument, and 
pledging the faith of the Upited States to 
these District securitics, was expected by many 
to put these bonds at par. They had been as 
low as 72 or 73 prior to the legislation, but 
when the law was enacted immediateiv 
rose to & avd 85. Charges were 
male that Senators aud Kepresentatives 
connected with the District Commissioners of 
the two Houses and of the Conference Commit- 
tee which framed the bill were in the ring 
which was speculating in these securities, and 
that several of these gentiecmen made larte 
sums of money, being shrewd enouch to sell 
when the bonds touched the highest point. Un- 
doubtedly an attempt will be made next wiuter 
to secure ap investigation of this subject. 

The banking-hause of Offley & Co. had faith 
in the bonds as a substantia! permanent invest- 
ment as good as the Federal securities. They 
pledged their faith in them, carried large 
amounts on margins, and have gone down with 
the depreciation in the value of the bonds.

The most remarkable case belort tie Com- 
mittee wae a claim iu behalt of Mr. I., of Pean- 
syivania, a druggist, who was insured for 810, 
000 on March . 1878, and died on Aug. 9. 1878, 
at 35 vears of ace. The case wus, of course, 
very. carefully investigated. It appeared that 
Mr. T. had complained of headache for some 
days. On the morning of his death he arose at 
an early bour, compiained to his room-mate of 
the severity of his headache; went into the bat h- 
room, turned ou the water, and theu called to 
his friend saying that he could not 
open bis eyes. His friend hastened 
to him, pulled his eyes open, but 
they immediatety closed again. He then bathed 
them without effect. then carried Mr. T. to his 
bed. He seemed conscious, but was unabie to 
talk, andin a few moments died. An autopsy 
revealed the facts that the liver was congested, 
that there was serous effusion at the base of 
the brain, some pus immediately under the 
vault of the skull, and the brain was congested. 
Tne Coroner’s verdict was that he died of 
apoplexy. His physician assigned overwork as 
the cause. In this case a policy of $10,000 be- 
came payable in 134 days after the insurance 
had been effected. There was no reason to 
suppose that the deceased had made any false 
representation or concealment as to his physical 
history and condition at the time of eilecting 
the insurance. 

THE IMPRESSION IT MADE. 

And now, having yielded to the fascination 
which euvirons ail that relates tothe death of 
others, what was the impression left upou my 
mind?! I was not amazed at the suddenness oi 
the taking-off of some, nor at the early age at 
which others fell. I knew too well that 
Death rides on every passing breeze.’’ I was 
most concerned to know how any insticution 
could endure such a drain and uot die of exsan- 
gumity aud inanition. Iu about sixty minutes 
1 had seep claims bass amuunting to $97,550, 
and this at a regular weekly meeting, in the 
ordinary course of business. When I innocent- 
ly inquired, How long can vou stand this! I 
was informed that the average pavments 
per week to the representatives of the insured 
were. during the last year, $0,621, and that 
the assets of the Company increased during 
that year from $82,076,706 to $54,749,807, and 
that it has been doing this sort of taing for 
over thirty-live years,—more than a genera- 
tioa,—and thrived wonderfully bv the process. 
My visitto New York extended over several 
deys, but nothing 1 saw impressed me so pro- 
foundiv as my observation during the hour 1 
spent with the Committee on Mortuary Ciaims 
of the Mutual Life Iusurance Company ot New 
York. MEDICUs.

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Sexton Keeps His Extras, and 
Walker Gets More. 


Mr. Senne Makes Another Effort to | 


Cut Down Expenses. 


The County Board met yesterday afternoon, 

all of the members present. 
SEXTON’S EXTRAS. 

Under the head of unfinished business, the 
proposition to cut off Sexton’s 83 per 1,000 
„extra“ on the brick work on the fourth story 
of the Court-House was taken up. 

Mr. Whecler was opposed to taking im mediate 
action, and maintained that the Board had n 
authority to impair Sexton’s coutract. e 
thought the contractor should be consulted, 
and that the Commissioners could not act with 
impunity in the matter, for Sexton had a con- 
tract with the county allowing him the ex- 
tras,” and the County Attorney had said it was 
a good contract, and the Board could not anoul 
it. He wanted the matter referred to a special 
committee, who should consult the contractor 
and the architect, and arbitrate the dispute. 

Mr. Spofford said that, when he was a candi- 
dace for tne office he was holding, the veople 
had told him te vote against this $3 extra.“ 
and he intended to do it. He did not believe 
they haa changed their minds in the matter. 
it bad been wrongly stated that the Board had 
no legai right toalterthe contract. The County 
Attorvey had said that the Board was all- 
powerful to annul or amend the contract,—to 
wipe out or continue the extra“ allowance; 
and ne was in favor of wiping out the $3, and 
giving the people, rather than the contractor, 
the benefit, and of allowing all legul disputes 
in the matter to be settled in the courts, and 
not in the Couaty Board. 

Mr. Wheeler maintained again that the $3 
‘“coxtra’’ wasa part of Sexton’s contract, and 
that the Board had no power over it. 

Mr. Ayars urged tbat the coutract could be 
altered at the will of the Board, and called at- 
tention to the fact that it was altered’ when the 
$3 extra was tacked on to the original con- 
tract. 

Mr. Conly wanted the matter referred to a 
special committee, and took the position that 
the Board could do uuthipg without the consent 
ol the contractor. 

Mr. Cleary was in favor of the “ extras,“ and 
did not want to see the contract meddled witn 
inauy why. 

Mr. Boese called for the reading of the 
County Attorney’s opinion as to the power of 
the Board in the matter, lrom which the follow- 
ine is extracted: 

Had tbe original [contract] provided for the 
sewer-brick inthe first instance, then it would 
have been competent for the board to change to 
a common brick, or to a more expensive brick, as 
the necessities required; so now the Board can 
change to a common or more expensive brick. as 
the case may require. The question of addition 
or deductions on account of un) changes that may 
be made by the Board will be determmed as pro- 
vided by the original contract. 

The roll was tuen called on the adoption or 
the propositiou,— doit away with the extras,“ 
—and cacy member voting in the negative ex- 
plamed his vote. The vote was as follows:

The Committee on Public Buildings and Pub- 
lic Service reported in favor of allowing Wal ker 
$29,288 tor work on the Court-House, of «which 
$7,877 was for extras for ** bondetone,”’ etc., 
which, it is claimed, was used tm the second 
story. 

Mr. Burling said the Architect had ordered 
the extras,“ waoich provoked a spirited discus- 
sion as to the power of the Architect to do what 
he had done. 

Mr. Spoflord said he had signed the report, 
but was not aware at the time it covered tue u 
lowance of any extras,“ and he would vote 
a:‘ainst it. 

Mr. Wheeler said this was the first he had 
seen of the $7,000, and the firat time it was 
ever before the Board, and now it looked as if 
there Was an attempt to push ite«througb un- 
noticed. It had not been necessary to put io 
the bondstove, and the architect had no right 
to make the order he bad. He could not vote 
for the repurt, and, inasmuch as the work done 
was useless, and against the orders of the 
Board, be hoped the extras would not be 
allowed.

UNION PARK CONGREGATIONAL. 

An Ecclesiastical Council of the Congrega- 
tional Churches of Chicago was held yesterday 
at 3p.m. in the Union Park Church, in response 
to a call issued by the members of that Cnurch, 
to advise upon the resignation of the late pastor, 
the Rev. D. N. Vandeveer. The Rev. E. P. Good- 
win presided, and the Rev. C. A. Towle acted as 
seribe. The following delegates were present: 
First Church, the Rev. E. P. Goodwin; Plym- 


outh, the Rev. Charles H. Everest, A. C. Kissell: 
Forty-seventh Street Church, the Kev. E. I. 
Williams. Aaron Bliss; Clinton Street Church, 
8.8. Wnebt; Lincoln Park Church, the Rev. B. 
F. Leavitt, C. G. G. Paine; New England 
Church, the Rev. Arthur Little, H. F. Lewis: 
Blue leland Church, the Rev. W. H. Brewster; 
at large, Prof. J. T. Hyde, Prof. T. W. Hopkins, 
the Rev. J. 8. F. Savage, James Tompkins. 
The Union Park Church was represented by 
Deacon Bradley and Messrs. A. A. Banks and 
R. E. Jenkins. 

Mr. R. E. Jenkins, in behalf of the Commit- 
tee, made a statement. He said that in the ab- 
sence of Mr. Vandeveer nothing would be done 
by the Committee beyond presenting the rec- 
ords of the church and society and answering 
any questions which might be asked by the 
Council. The first document presented was a 
report of achurch meeting held May 27, 1878. 
at which the pastor’s salary was reduced. The 
report contained statements that the floating 
debt had been paid, but estimating a deticit of 
$2,000 for the ensuing year. At this meeting 
Messrs. Camp and Dean favored the reduction 
of the pastor’s salary, one other member pro- 
posing a conference with the pastor before 
taking action. A motion to reduce the salary 
of the pastor from 85.000 to 54, 000 was adopted, 
a motion to cut it down stl further, to $3,000, 
being rejected. 

The next document was a report of the 
church meeting beid June 12, containing the 
pastor’s resignation on the ground that his eal- 
ary had been reduced without consulting him. 
At this meeting a resolution offered by Mr. R. 
E. Jenkins, accepting Mr. Vandeveer’s resigua- 
tion, was adopted by a vote of 125 to 112. At 
the same meeting the Trustees stated that the 
pastor bad been unollicially told that the reduc- 
tiou of salary would be made, and he had re- 
plied that if it were done he would resign. 

ihe Rev. B. F. Leavitt inquired what was the 
contract with Mr. Vaudeveer wheu he came to 
the church, and Prof. Hyde answered that the 
understanding was that he was to receive $5,000, 
and the church expected to pay it, but tuose 
expectations were not realized, the income of 
the church not coming up to the estimate. 

The Rev. Mr. Everest wanted to know if it 
was understaod when Mr. Vandeveer came 
that any deficiencies in the church revenucs 
would be made good out of the pastor’s salary. 

Mr. R. E. Jenkins said that in the competi- 
tion of a lurge city the resources of a church 
depended largely on the capability of the minis- 
ter. The Union,Park Church had divided the 
deficit, taking half out of the pastor’s salary and 
making up the other half by subscription. The 
revenues of the church and private subscriptions 
together had enabled the church to pay the 
pastor’s salary and 84. 000 of floating deot, but 
the revenues alone would not have been suf- 
ficient. 

Deacon Bradley read a financial statement 
ahowing that the pew-rentals aud otber revenues 
of the church nad been in arrears of expendi- 
tures from $2,000 to $3,500 a vear for each of 
the past ten years. This deficit had to be made 
up by afew individuals, and the prospect was 
that the condition of the church in 1879 would 
be worse than in 1878. 

Prof. Hyde said that manv of the subscrip- 
tions had been made ou condition that the 
enurch's expenditures should not excced the 
revenues. 

The Rev. Mr. Brewster said that when a 
church extended a call to a minister at a certain 
salary it did not imply that that salary would 
continue the same indciinitely; there were al- 
wavs contingencies which must be allowed for. 

The Rev. Mr. Leavitt asked if it was custom- 
vg Any fix the pastor’s salary from year to year. 

Mr. Jenkins said it bad not been the custom. 

Inquiries were made as to the notification of 
Mr. Vandeveer before the reduction, and Mr. 
Jenkins said that no official notification was 
made, but he offered to put in evidence that 
Mr. Vandeveer had been spoken to about tie 
matter several months before action was taken. 

Deacon Bradiev said that he had suggested to 
Mr. Vandeveer tuat he either resign or sub- 
scribe $1,000 to the church fuads for one year. 

Mr. Jenkins said that the Society did not ap- 
point a Committee to notify Mr. Vandeveer, 
because it was generally understood that he haa 
been consulted, and had positively decided what 
to do in case the reduction was made. 

The Council then resolved to be by itself, 
and, alter deliberating ubout an hour, adopted 
tue following: 

Resolved, That the Council, having heard the let - 
ter of resignation of the Kev. D. N. Vanéeveer, 
and the statements of the Church and Society in 
reference thereto, would recommend that his resig- 
pation be accepted, and that his relations as pastor 
of this Church be, and are hereby, terminated. 

Resolved, That while we appreciate the neces- 
sity laid upon the church of reducing its expenses, 
and recognize the noble self-sacritices which have 
constantiy characterized its membem. we deepiy 
regret that before passing the pastor's salary a 
committee of conference was not appointed, so as 
to prevent what we cannot out regarc as his subse- 
guent hasty and injudicious action in proffering 
hia resiznation. 

Resolved, That we wish to express our personal 
sympathy with Mr. Vandeveer im his recent aiflic- 
tion, our confidence in his Christian character, our 
admiration for his gifts as a puipit orator, and our 
sincere hope that in days to come, as in days past, 
he will find a congenital and useful fleld of labor in 
the Reformed Church to which he has returned. 

Resolved, That we would express also a deep 
and liveiy sympathy with the church in their pres- 
ent circumstances, and pray that they may be 
united thoroughly und divinely guided in the 
choice of a new pastor.

THE EPISCOPALIANS. 

The matter of consolidating the Church of the 
Atonement with St. John’s Church has been un- 
der consideration for some time. Both are smali 
parishes and have smal! congregations, and, as is 
well-known, the latter has been under great 
financial distress for a number of years, owing 
to an accumulation of debt anda depreciation 
of church property. Hence, after mature de- 
liberation, the two churcbes decided to meet and 
advise together. This was done last 
Wednesday evening, and the result 
was a series of resolutions recommending 
the consolidation, subject to the approval ot 
the two coveregations. Last evening meetings 
of both churches were held. The members of 
St. John's met in their place of worship. corner 
ot Ogden avenue and Wastington stscets, and 
after some discussion resolved to ratily the reso- 
lutions adopted at the joint meeting. Collins 
H. Jordan, Senior Warden, presided, in absence 
of a Rector. The plan of the consviidation is 
this: The corporation of St. John's is to 
be retained. lhe Atonement corporation 
is surrendered, and the members of the 
latter will become members of the former. 
4 new Vestry will be organized as fol- 
lows: Five Vestrymen of the Atonement 
will sever their connections with that church, 
and will join St. John's Coureb, and a corre- 
sponding number will resigp and create vacan- 
cies in the latter church, Whaen tbe newcomers 
will be elected to fill their places. Each church 
will be represented by one Warden and four 
Vestrymen. Taney hope to make arrangements 
to erect a new place of worship soon. Negotia- 
tions are even now being made for property at 
the corner of Ogden avenue and Monroe street. 
It is their wish not to run intodedt for the church 
building, but it is expected that they will be 
obliged to owe sometiing on the lard. The 
subject of Rector has not been brought up as 
vet. either for a temporaay or permanent guide. 
‘The Rev. Mr. Mansfield is the present Rector of 
the Atonement. and the Rev. Mr. Coleman bas 
temporary charge of the 84 Jonu's.

Will the Republicans who have 
favored him as an independent candidate sup- 
port him as the regular Democratic nominee, 
and will the disgusted straight-out Demo- 
erats, failing in their efforts to avert the dis- 
graceful surrender of their party organiza- 
tion, turn in and work and vote for him? 
To both of these questions the ballot-boxes 
will certainly furnish a negative so emphatic 
as to remove the disturbing element of But- 
lerism from Massachusetts politics for a long 
time to come. 


TAXING BONDS AND INCOMES. 

In Senator Goupy’s arraignment of the 
Republican party for its sins and crimes 
against good government he makes the fol- 
lowing charge : 


The exemption from taxetion of Treasury notes 
ana United States bonds, in lation of the carai- 
nal principle that ail property shall be taxeuU in 
preportion to its value, and the repeal of the in- 
come tax in deflance of the universal rule of volit- 
ical economy that every man shall contribute to 
the support of government according to his ability 
to pay, and therely taking the burden of main- 
taming the protection from the shoulders of the 
rich and placing it on the backs of the poor. 


The inference, and the only logical infer- 
ence, from this accusation against the Re- 
publican party is, that the Democratic party 
would never exempt United States notes or 
bonds from taxation, and would have enact- 
ed an income tax and never repealed it. The 
inference which the Senator—so called— 
wishes to establish is: (1) That the taxation 
of Government bonds and obligations is a 
cardir al principle,” and that it is a cardi- 
nal principle under the Constitution to tax 
all property according to its value; and (2) 
that the imposition and collection of an 
income tax is an wniversal rule of political 
economy”; and (8) that an income tax will 
remove the burden of taxes from the backs 
of the poor and place it upon the shoulders 
of the rich. The only thing which gives 
these declarations of Mr. Goupy any conse- 
quence is that he makes them as an avowed 
candidate for the office of United States Sen- 
ator, and gives these as specimens of 
what may be expected of him in case he 
shall be elected. 

In the first place, the Republican party did 
not come into power until 1861, more than 
seventy years after the Government of the 
United States had been put in operation. 
The general principles of the Government 
had been by that time established, and main- 
ly by the Democratic party during its long 
control, During those seventy years the 
Government had been frequently in debt, 
and forced to make loans, and. to resort to 
extraordinary taxation to meet financial 
troubles and defray the expenses of wars. 
Less fortunate than Mr. Goupy, the Repub- 
lican party was unable to find in all the past 
history of the country any action by the 
Democratic party or any recommendation by 
any Democratic President directing, au- 
thorizing, or giving consent to any 
taxation of the Government notes, 
bonds, or stocks, or other securities, 
by the States, municipalities, or other gov- 
ernmental bodies in the United States. On 
the contrary, there was a total absence of 
any such consent or authority, and the States 
and the local municipalities were prohibited 
as effectually from taxing any Government 
bonds or Treasury notes as if such prohibi- 
tion had been written in the Constitution 
itself. An attempt was made indirectly by 
the City of Charleston to tax a Government 
security, but the Supreme Court, a half cen- 
tury ago, decided it to be unconstitutional, 
and that decision has been affirmed repeat- 
edly within the last ten years. But Mr. 
Goupy seems oblivions of the fact that 
for seventy years before the Republican par- 
ty obtained power the Democratic party had 
maintained the policy of exempting not only 
Treasury notes and bonds and all other forms 
of Government security from taxation, but 
had declared that no lands, buildings, or 
othe? property of any kind of the United 
States should ever be subject to taxation by 
any Siate or municipality. For seventy 
years the Democratic party had violated the 
** cardinal principle that all property shall be 
tazed in proportion to its value.” Such 
was the policy of the Government from 
Wasaineton to Bucnanan, & policy affirmed 
by the Supreme Court at an early day of the 
Government. 

Mr. Goupr’s suggestion that the Repub- 
lican party has been guilty of any heinous 
crime in not taxing such notes or bonds 
would be unworthy any respectable shyster, 
and the cheapest kind of demagogism on the 
part of a man who aspires to be an Ameri- 
can Senator. Let Mr. Goupy produce a line 
or word from any Democrat, from the days of 
Wasuinoton to Bucuanan, who ever pro- 
posed to subject -the Government securities 
to taxation. 

The Government of the United States has 
power to borrow money,” and the Supreme 
Court declared that to permit any State or 
municipality to tax the loans of the United 
States would be to admit a power to destroy 
the means of borrowing money. At this 
day the average State and municipal tax is 
equal to 4 per cent, At what rate of interest 


J could the United States borrow money if the 


loan was subject to an average local tax of 4 
per cent? We are to infer that, if Mr. 
Govpy reaches the Senate, he will of course 
vote for subjecting all public securities to 
taxation. 

When the Republicans acquired power 
they endeavored to hunt up the Democratic 
precedents for the imposition of an income 
tax. Of course the Democratic party had 
not for seventy years left the burden of tax- 
ation on the backs of the poor without trans- 
ferring it to the shoulders of the rich! Will 
Mr. Govpr refer the good people of Illinois 
to the date when his Democratic pre- 
}@ecessors in the Senate, during those 
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seventy years, levied an income tax | 
even to carry on a war? Will he tell them 
under what Democratic President a Demo- 
cratic Administration, in obedience to the 
universal rule of political economy,” levied 
an income tax in order to relieve the poor 
man and reach the rich man? Did Jackson, 
or Van Buren, or Potx, or Paar, ox any 
other Democratic President or any Demo- 
cratic Administration, rescue the poor by 
imposing an income tax? The Republicans 
did impose au income tax, and for some 
years such tax was collected. It was, long 
after the War, repealed. It was repealed 
nearly by common consent, because of tts 
injustice; it became oppressive on the 
few, because it was largely defeated 
by the fraud and perjury which it 
invited, as illustrated in the case of Tipsy. 
It was repealed, also, because of all other 
forms of tax it bears most directly on the 
wages class. Every demand upon the profits 
of business is a demand upon the fund 
available for wages. The income tax, so far 
as it was paid, was paid out of the wages 
fund,—was taken from the daily, weekly, or 
monthly wages of the labor employed by the 
large corporations of whom the tax was 
exacted. What becomes, then, of the cliarge 
that the Republicans have violated the 
universal rule of political economy” by re- 
pealing the income tax? When was an in- 
come tax an universal rule? Was it uni- 
versal in this country when it did not exist 
during the seventy years prior to the advent 
of the Republican party? Did the Demo- 
erats ever propose it or enact it? Where, in 
fact, has it ever existed, except in England? 
According to our new Senator, the Democratic 
party for seventy years cruelly, wickedly, 
and barborously left the nation without an 
income tax, thus removing the burden of 
taxation from the shoulders of the rich, to 
place it on the backs of the poor”! How 
wicked and shameless were those Democratic 
Senators of the olden times when compared 
with the new crop now ripe for the harvest? 
When Senator Goupy denounces the Repub- 
licans for not taxing Treasury notes and 
bonds, and for not having a tax on incomes, 
he really does not mean the Republicans, but 
those old ignorant imbeciles, the Demo- 
erats of the Senate, whose historic fame is 
soon to be thrown into the shade by the 
dazzling Senator from the State of Liiuois. 


PROF. STOREY’S FIAT. 

The Times Professor of Finance has issued 
his fiat on the currency question, and is now 
endeavoring to enforce it. He is in very much 
the same condition that the Fiat party would 
encounter if it were in power: it might 
proclaim its fiat, and print that iat on scraps 
of paper, but 1t would have a dreadful time 
in trying to compel creditors, public and 
private, to accept these scraps of paper for 
money. Prof Srorey’s tat is very compre- 
hensive. It pronounces alike against re- 
deemable greenbacks and irredeemable scrip. 
It annihilates the Sapreme Court and con- 
demns that tribunal's opinion in the legal- 
tender cases as an “illogical and sophistical 
attempt of Judges who did not understand 
what they were writing about to lend the 
judicial sanction toa mischievous and revo- 
lutionary party policy.” We presume Prof. 
Srorrey expects an immediate dissolution of 
the Supreme Court as a result of his pro- 
nunciamento, but his fiat will probably mis- 
carry in this as well as in other respects... 
The Professor will discover, before he is 
done with the large contract he has taken in 
hand, that it is easier to issue a fat than to 
enforce it. 

Prof. Sronxrr claims that he can under- 
stand the difference between a note redeem- 
able in coin on demand and a scrap of paper 
redeemable in nothing. One means,” he 
says, that the holder is entitled to receive 
from the maker a certain commodity, namely, 
money, and the other is without that mean- 
ing.” If the Professor had rested his case 
here he might have been credited witha 
comprehension of the distinction between 
the two; but, unfortunately for his reputa- 
tion for intelligence, he proceeds further, 
and claims that one is as much at currency 
as the other, because the redeemable note is 
made legal-tenuer. By the same token the 
Bank of England note, which is redeem- 
able in coin on demand, is as much 
fiat paper because it is a legal- 
tender as was the grayback note of the Con- 
federacy, which was not redeemable in any- 
thing till after the recognition of the Con- 
federacy by the United States. The Pro- 
fessor is also of the opinion that the Supreme 
Court's decision affirming the validity of the 
Legal-Tender acts was equivalent toa general 
aflirmasion of the Government’s right toissue 
fiat money not as redeemable as AMicaiber’s 
notes. The Professor should read the Su- 
preme Court’s decision, in the course of 
which he will find the following: 


The Legal-Tender acts do not attempt to make 
paper a standard of value. We do not rest their 
validity upon the assertion that their emission is 
coinage or any regulation of the value of money; 
nor do we assert that Congress can make anything 
which has no value money. What we do assert is, 
that Congress has power to enact that the GVovern- 
ments promises to pay mouey shall be, for the 
time bemg, equivalent in vaine to the representa- 
tive of value aetermiued by the Coinage acts, or to 
multiples thereof, 


Ocher decisions of State and United States 
Courts have taken the same general ground, 
treating the greenbacks as obligations of the 
Government. The obligation to pay money, 
conveyed by the promise, and the character 
of money sustained by the redemption in 
coin on demand (which is the mission of the 
greenback shortly to be fulfilled), constitute 
the essential difference between the green- 
back and the proposed fiat scrip, which Prof. 
Srorry, with all his pretensions, either does 
not understand or deliberately misrepresents. 

The purpose of placing the greenback, 
redeemable on demand in coin,—a cheek ou 
the Treasury for coin,—on the same level 
with the proposed fat scrip, which is never 
to be redeemed in anything, is revealed by 
the Professor in a partial elucidation of his 
own system. He wants the greenbacks re- 
tired, and seeks to bring them into disgrace 
in order to reach thatend. He proposes 
that the Government shall get out of the 
Nat business wholly, and keep out of it; 
that it shall not make or assume 
power to make anything legal-tender which 
is not true money; that the fat acts (com- 
monly called Legal-Tender acts), by which 
Congress assumed to make that which was 
not and is not money legal-tender in pay- 
ment, shall be abrogated as an unauthorized 
and unconstitutional exercise of absolute 
and despotic power.” We understand the 
Professor's policy so far. He proposes to 
issue his fiat abolishing greenbacks a)to- 
gether; but it will not do for him to stop at 
this. He should inform an anxious people 
what further use he intends to make of his 

fiat, after having got rid of the greenbacks. 
As the greenbacks (promises to pay by a 
Government with ample resources aud un- 
limited credit, which will be redeemed in 
about three months) are certainly the safest 
form of paper currency we have, the infer- 
ence is that he would also do away with 
all other paper currency. We know he is 
opposed to the use of silver as money, so 
that he leaves us to infer that he will! pro- 
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claim a that nothing shall be used as 
monéy excépt gold, Is that the Professor's 
doctrine? Or, if he is going to flat any pa- 
per enrrency, what kind is it going to be? 
Will he permit. the National Banks to issue 
circulating notes, and confine the privilege 
to those institutions? Or will he abolish the 
National Banks, repeal the tax on State 
bank circulation, and authorize by his fiat 
amass of wildcat and stump-tail currency 
such as we had before the War? The Pro- 
fessor has gone so far in this matter (even to 
the extent of hurling his fiat at the head of 
the Supreme Court) that he should enlighten 
the public stall further. The most that is 
known definitely is that he proposes to 
abolish greenbacks and silver. Then what?

You quote these 
words: Provided that the rate of interest, when 
payabie in coin, shall not exceed 6 per cent. 
Does not that refef to the interest Only, and not 
mean that the principal must be paid in coin be- 
cause the interest is so payable’ (4) If a flat“ 
dollar is made a legal-tender for all purposes, will it 
not be just as useful as the greenback of 1862? 
(5) Ils Francis k. Srinner, ex-United States 
Treasurer, a Greenbackcr? QUERET. 


1. Why a different phraseology, was em- 
ployed we are not prepared to explain, nor 
is it material. The earliest issue of 5.20 
bonds was that authorized by the act of Feb. 
25, 1862, under which #514,000,000 were sold. 
The same act invented the greenbacks, and 
under it the first issue was made, amounting 
to $150,000,000. Section 2, of this first act, 
authorizing the sale of the 5-20 bonds, does 
not state in what kind of money either prin- 
cipal or interest is to be paid. Previous to 
that date there had been no other legal-tender 
than gold aud silver money. Section 5 of 
the act, however, provides that all duties on 
imported goods shall be paid in coin, and 
the coin so paid shall be set apart as a special 
fund and shall be applied as follows: (1) To 
the payment in coin of the interest on the 
bonds and notes of the United States. 
(2) To the purchase or payment of one per 
cent of the entire debt of the United States 
to be made within each fiscal year after the 
Ist day of July, 1802, and set apart 
as a sinking fund, with the interest 
compounded and applied the same manner. 
Congress and President Lincoun undoubted- 
ly supposed that this section made provision 
for the payment of the principal of the 5-20 
bonds authorised to be issued, as well as the 
interest thereon. The act creating the 10-40 
bonds was not passed until March 3, 1864, 
or more than two years thereafter. 

2. We have no definite information that 
will specifically answer the second’ question 
of *‘ Querist.” The next issue of 5-20 bonds 
was made under the act of June 30, 1864, 
and of this issue only $125,561,000 were 
sold. They were payable in coin, if the first 
issue were so payable. But all controversy 
in regard to both those issues of 5-20 bonds 
is now useless, as they have all been called 
in, paid off, and canceled. About half of 
them were liquidated from the proceeds 
of surplus revenue, and the others from 
the sale of 5 per cent thirty-year coin bonds, 
H any doubt ever existed as to whether they 
might be legally paid with greenbacks or 
not, it is now too late to raise it. None of 
those issues of 5-20 bonds have been out- 
standing for some years. ‘They were all paid 
off during Granz’s Administration. It may 
continue to be a subject of controversy 
among curious people and hair-splitting 
lawyers, but it is no longer an open question 
in politics, as the holders of all those bonds 
have received their coin and surrendered 
their bonds, and that account is irrevocably 
closed forever. 

8. Theonly 5-20 bonds now outstanding are 
the so-called consols of 1865-'7.'8, issued to 
fund the 7.30 per cent short bonds. They 
amounted to $439,872,500 at the time of the 
last official statement that has been publish- 
ed, but since then they have been paid off, by 
the sale of 4 per cents, at the rate of a million 
a day. Of all the 5-20 bonds issued from first 
to last, there are not now outstanding to ex- 
ceed 400 millions. All controversy with 
Democrats and Greenbackers in regard to 
paying 5-20s in greenback: can no longer 
apply to more than these still outstanding 
400 millions of 5-20s, and they are melting 
away at the rate of five or six millions a 
week. All the other bonds now outstanding 
are specifically made payable by law in coin. 
As to those remaining 5-208, we construe the 
law to authorize their payment in coin. The 
act (March 3, 1865), reads as follows: 


The interest op such bonds shall be paid semi- 
annuaily; aud on Treasury notes authorized by 
this act the interest may be made payable semi- 
anunuaily, orannually, or at maturity thereof: and (he 
principal, or interest, or Doth, may be payable in 
chin, or in other tawful money: /rovided, that the 
rute of. interest on any such bonds, or Treasury 
notes, when payadle in coin, shall not exceed 6 per 
centum ver aunum; aud when not payable in coin 
shall not exceed 73-10 per centum per annum: 
and the rate and Character of interest shall be ex- 
pressed on all such bonds or Treasury notes, 


‘The language of the law plainiy confers on 
the Secretary of the Treasury the power to 
make the 5-20 bonds payable, principal and 
interest, in coin, and the Treasury notes 
also. There can be no disputing that fact. 
The act also clearly provides that he may 
make the interest either 6 per cent or 7.30 
per cent on the 5-20 bonds; but, if he elects 
to pay coin interest, it shall not exceed 6 per 
cent. He has the option to pay 7.30 per 
cent, but, if he does, it must be in green- 
backs. Whichever rate he adopts, he is re- 
quired, to express it on the bonds or notes, 
and also to state the kind of money in which 
it is payable, whether coin or greenbacks. 
Secretary Cuasze elected to make the inter- 
est of the 5-20 bonds 6 per cent in coin, and 
the three-year Treasury notes 7.30 per cent 
in greenbacks. The latter were convertible 
into the former at the end of the three years, 
or payable in lawful money, at the option of 
the Government. The conclusion seems 
irresistible that the 5-20 bonds are payable 
in coin» If the Secretary had made the in- 
terest 7.50 per cent instead of 6, the con- 
clusion would be equally strong that the 
principal was payable in lawful money. In 
addition to this, the provision of the act of 
Feb. 25, 1862, before referred to, sets 
aside the coin revenues derived from cus- 
toms to pay the interest and principal of the 
bonds. 

4. We are asked, “If a fiat dollar is made 
a legal-tender for all purposes, will it not be 
just as useful as the greenback of 18627” It 
will require an amendment of the Constitu- 
tion to make it a legal-tender at all. No 
flat paper would be a legal-tender under 
the present Constitution, and it will be a 
good while before the Constitution will be so 
reconstructed as to authorize the issuing of 
such scrip as legal-tender in payment of 


debts between private citizens. But sup- 


posing it to be done, and the “‘ fiat” stuff a 
legal-tender, the answer to the question 
is, that it might be ‘as useful 
in paying old debts, but it might be worth 
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Utdle or nothing in the purchase of property. 
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Its exchangeable value would most certainly 
be on a par with assignats, or Confederate 
graybacks, or Continental currency, if it 
were issued in the quantity that all the Na- 
tionals and a majority of the Democrats are 
talking about and advocating. It would be 
poor trash. in any event, for all persons go- | 
ing to market to buy things. 

5. As to Fnaxc E. Sprxwer, when last 
heard from he was advocating the continu- 
ance of the greenbacks as a circulating 
medium and to be made equal in value to 
coin. 
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THE BOSNIAN OCCUPATION. : 

It is very evident that Austria has an ele- 
phant on her hands of very large dimensions 
over in Bosnia. It was an easy matter for 
the Congress at Berlin to set off Bosnia on 
paper for occupation by Austria as her share 
of the plunder, It turns out to be anything 
but an easy matter for Austria to take her 
plunder after it is offered her and secured to 
her by treaty stipulation. If the grim Rus- 
sian bear is ever amused, he must be enjoy- 
ing himself over the Austrian difficulty. 

The capture of Serajevo, the Bosnian Capi- 
tal, by Gen. Parnurpovica, was expected to 
substantially end the campaign. The Aus- 
trians argued out this result from the 
strategical point of view, but the insurgents, 
not knowing much about strategy, failed to 
see that they were whipped, and only 
backed out of one place to resume 
operations in another. Instead of end- 
ing the war, the capture of Sera- 
jevo seems to have driven still more 
of the population into the insurgent ranks. 
The total force of insurgents is said to 
amount to nearly 70,000 men,—not. a large 
army as compared with the Austrian, but 
sufficiently large to seriously harass the Aus- 
trians with guerrilla warfare in amountainous 
region, and, as it has eventuated, suffleient- 
ly large to seize the whole territory between 
the Bosna, Save, and Drina Rivers, and com- 
pel one“ division, under Gen. Szapary, to 
burn the bridges behind them andretire with 
considerable loss of men and material. 
Worse than this, the main army at Serajevo 
has been so seriously threatened on both 
flanks that Gen. Purtitpovicn has with- 
drawn his headquarters to Brod and sent 
back his cavalry to obtain subsistence, 
which was in danger of being cut 
off. That Austria will eventually occu- 
py the territory, unless Russia should be- 
cor? involved in the struggle, is certain; but 
the season is now so far advanced that the 
campaign will have to be prolonged to next 
spring. 

From the political point of view, the out- 
look is not any more encouraging than from 
the military. The Porte is very busy ratify- 
ing English conventions, but appears to be 
in no hurry to sign the convention with 
Austria. For some weeks past there has 
been but one provision of the proposed 
agreement unsettled, that one being the 
definite formula of the expression as to the 
provisional character of the occupation.” 
As this formula includes in itself the whole 
matter in dispute, there is no immediate 
prospect of a settlement, since it is for the 
interests of Turkey to prolong the negotia- 
tions. Turkey is in no hurry to obtain 
a statement from Austria that the occupation 
is only temporary, when she knows that 
Austria intends to make that occupation per- 
manent, She will have to yield some day, 
always providing that Russia does not spring 
a war upon Austria, but she can afford to 
wait and agree to nothing until Austria ac- 
complished the occupation, all the while en- 
tertaining the hope of an Austro-Russian 
war. Turkey has nothing to lose by pro- 
tracting the negotiations. Every day’s delay, 
on the other band, makes the Austrian task 
more difficult, as it encourages the insurgents 
in their resistance. 

A correspondent of the London 7imea, 
who has lived for several years in Bosnia, 
has contributed to that paper some extreme- 
ly interesting letters which have secured very 
general attention in England and even on 
the Continent. The gist of his statements 
is, that the Christians have not yet gone into 
the struggle, the hostility being purely Mus- 
sulman, but that the Austrian Government 
itself, by the appointment of Gen. Pum- 
oven, who is suspected of a leaning towards 
the Magyars and the Catholic propaganda, is 
likely to drive the Christians over to the as- 
sistance of their old persecutors. He says: 


People who have traveled in those Turkish prov- 
inces, or who know what the condition of the Or- 
thodox Church in Hungary has long been, know 
also what this means to the Orthodox Bosniak. I 
have often heard them say that they woulda rather 
retarn to the Turks than go under the Magyar Gov- 
ernment: and in Herzegovina, still more warlike 
and impatient of oppression than Bosnia, the sen- 
timent of hostility is stillstronger. I have heard 
old Pexo Pavuvovicna inveigh ayainst ANDRASsy aud 
the Magyars witha bitterness compared to which 
his animus towards the Turk was mild. 


And he adds, as the result of his observa- 
tion: “I cannot participate in the hopes of 
an end of the contest by a single great vie- 
tory; barbarous populations, like auimals of 
low physical organization, are not always 
conquered when the head is cut ol. The 
want of ogganization makes conquest not 
more * — more difficult, when, as in 
this case, the country is impracticable and 
the people brave and irreconcilable.” The 
Berlin settlement, it will be seen, does not 
progress very satisfactorily. The Grecian 
claims have fallen to the ground. The Bos- 
nian occupation is still a matter of the future. 
The rectification of the Montenegrin and 
Servian frontiers hangs fire, and Russia 
stands by advising both these provinces to 
keep their armies in readiness for action. 
No reforms have yet been instituted in Bul- 
garia.. There seems to be no progress ex- 
cept in matters pertaining to England and 
Turkey, and even this is as yet experimental. 
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An illustration of how the Democrats of 
this county are to be ridden and used for 
personal ends at the coming election is 
shown in the absolutism established in this 
county. The State Committee of that party 
has delegated all authority in this county to 
Mr. Goupy. The cash prices of all Demo- 
cratic nominations are fixed, and no person 
is to be allowed to have a nomination for 
any office who is not for Goupy for Senator. 
All the persons who are to be nominated 
for the Legislature have already been se- 
lected. Dave Tnonxron has been deposed, 
and Mun McDownatp and Jon Macxtw 
are to make up the Conventions. The Sher- 
is nomination will be given to whoever 
will help Govpy the most. Docrrrrin was 
nominated for Congress because he can be 
traded off for votes for Govupy candidates 
for the Legislature. It is proposed to try 
and do the same thing with Mrs Kruox in 
the Second District. It is probable that F. 
H. Wixston—e strong man—would be nom- 
inated for Congress in the Third District, 
but he is not a Govpy man, and will not 
submit té be traded off for votes to elect 
Govupy members of the Legisiature, and, of 
course, will not be nominated.

Worcrsrer, Mass., Sept. 16.—Gcn. Butler's 
supporters in the Democratic State Convention 
to-morrow are iu the Bay State House to- 
night in swarms. He sent out word to them to 
be on the ground early, and they always do as 
he tells them. Seven parlors on the first flight 

ot the hotel were engaged by Butler several 
weeks since for this Convention. His oppo- 
nents have no central railyiog-place. He has 
also secured many of the rooms iv the house 
for his friends. To prevent any public gather- 
ing against bim this evening, he 

ENGAGED ALL THE PUBLIC HALLS 
in the city. Wasbburn Hail, just under Me- 
chanics’ Hall, where the Convention is to be 
held, has been engaged by the Butler delegation 
from Springtield for its pominal use, but really 
either to prevent the anti-Butler men from 
withdrawing to it if the Convention go against 
them, or to secure it for their own withdrawal, 
if necessary. Butler's lieutenant, J. J. McDay- 
ett, of Boston, has a private room close to But- 
ler's headquarters. The Democratic State Com- 
mittee is next door. Butler has a register of 
his delegates, which all are requested to sign as 
they come in. So he gets their names in black 
and White. His managers claim to 
HAVE OvER 0 or THE 1,300 
to be in the Convention. The straight Demo- 
eratic leaders are almost unanimously opposed 
to Butler, and they hope, by shutting out the 
900 contested members at first, to secure the 
permanent Chairman and the Committee on 
Credentials. This would enable them to shut 
out regularly-elected Butler delegates under 
the recent edict of the Executive Committee 
that no delegate would be admitted who pro- 
posed to vote fora man not a Democrat. The 
Batler men, feeling the need of a leader, have 
tonight telegraphed to him to come ou to go 
into the Convention 
AS A SUBSTITUTE DELEGATE, 
and manage his campaign on the battle-ground 
himself: With his large majority, only blun- 
ders on the part of his friends and sharp work 
by his opponents can prevent his getting the 
nomination.

As they 
were retiring from the room, Judge Baxter called 
them back, and asked them to recosider their 
action, as ne did not want the appointment of 
Supervisors left to one party. He thereupon 
appointed a committee, with Judge Hoadley at 
its head, to consider the matter further and re- 
port at 2 o’clock in the afternoon. What could 
be done? Judge Hoadleydeclined to serve, on 
the ground that the whale proceedings were a 
part of the political machinery, and in no sense 
judicial. His example was followed by the 
other Democrats on the Committee. The Court 
then appointed Joseph B. Faraker as Super- 
visor-in-Chief, and said if the Democrats re- 
fused their co-operation he would be driven to 
the alternative of making the appointments 
without them. He gave until 2 0’clock to re- 
consider. At that hour Judge Hoadley reap- 
peared, and in an extended épeech 

MAINTAINED THE POSITION TAKEN 
by the Demoeratic leaders, that the law was a 
direct interference with the sovereignty of 
States, and was therefore unconstitutional. He 
objected to making the Judiciary of the United 
States a political machine for the furtherance 
of the schemes of any political party, and 
asked the Court to refuse to act in such a 
capacity. The speaker summed up by stating 
that in all instauces where the Legislative De- 
partment -had required of the Judiciary 
legislative duties the Supreme Court had 
objected, and that at various times the 
District Courts had appealed to the Supreme 
Curt, and the wunconstieutionality ol 
the statute @requiring such services 
had always been shown. The Court replied 
that Congress had the right to legislate in the 
interest of fair elections, and to provide such 
means as will secure them. While he regretted 
thb duty imposed ‘upon him, he did notſtuink it 
could be questioned on the ground of its being 
a non-judicial act. The Court’s aunties in this 
instance were magisterial. On this question 
the Court was adjournea until 2 o’ciock to- 
morrow alternvon.

siding. All the grand officers, 137 of the 146 
accredited represeutatives, aud two Past Grand 
Sires, Nicholson and Veitch, were present. On 
account of the yellow fever, nine of the Loutsi- 
ana representatives are not in attendance. 
@ The GrandgLodge has established its head- 
quarters at Barnum's, where a large majority 
of the representatives are also stopping. The 
session was opened with prayer by the Rev. 
J. W. Venable, Grand Chaplain, subsequent to 
which the Deputy Grand Sire, by order of the 
Graud Sire, declared the lodge open for busi- 
ness. 

A special report was submitted by the Grand 
Sire, setting torth bis reasons for changing the 
place of meeting from Austin to Baltimore.

ments will take a glance at tnetr Het of 
suspended members they will doubtiess find iu 
this great inactive and, | micht ada, negiected, if 
not forgotten, constituency a very large namber of 
worthy meu that could be restored if tue proper et- 
forts were put forth to effect it. Some of these 
thoughts have been suggested in a leiter before me 
from my distinguished Brother Schuyler Collax to 
Brother James J. Rigby, Grand Secretary, in which 
he saysthat if a concerted and sympathetic effort

These “ passion- 
ate speeches” are delivered by Mr. Me- 
Cullough with rare power and effective- 
ness, and last might he was repeatedly 
called before the curtain. Mr. rred 
B. V arde gave a remarkabiy strong representa- 
tion of J’hasarius, and, on the whole, accorded 
to the principal character au excellent support. 
It is aA somewhat exacting part for one of Mr. 
Wurde’s physique when placed alongside of 
one of such thews aud sinews as Mc(Cul- 
lougb, yet he succeeded finely in overcoming 
the apparent discrepancy.

FINANCIAL. 


The effect of Secretary Sherman's change of 
policy in the distribution of silver has deen to 
send gold up. and with it the price of Govern- 
ment 4-per-cent bonds. The First National Baux 
of New York, the heaviest dealers in Government 
ponds, have withdrawn from their offer to eupply 
the 4-per-cents at par in currency, allowing pur- 
chasers the M of 1 per cent commission given the 
bank by the Government. The offer amounted to 
a short eale of gold, and was justified by the pros- 
pects of the bond and gold market under Secretary 


‘Sherman's promised redemption of greenbacks in 


silver. The postponement of this redemption has 
chanifed the situation, and the First National of 
New York has telegraphed its correspondents that 
it cannot fulfi!l the terms of the circular we pub- 
lished the other day. 

The counter business of the Chicago banks was 
active, as usual on Mondays. In other resvects the 
loan market was not overburdened witb business. 
The currency movement to the country was only 
moderate, and the applications for rediscounts and 
other loans not more than fair. Kates of discoynt 
were 6@10 percent at the banks to regular cus- 
tomers, with special rates in special cases. New 
York exchange sol tween banks at parc to 25c 
per $1, 000 discount. 

The clearings were 500, 000. 

NEW YORK TRADE. 

The August trade returns from New York show 
that the decrease in imports and increase in ex- 
ports are still the characteristic features of the 
foreign trade of this country. The Aagust imports 
at New York were $25,542,880, against 827. 
720.159 last year, and 82. 806. 716 in 
August. 1876. The value of the 
imported merchandise actually thrown on the mar- 
ket shows a decrease of $2, 104,920 as compared 
with last year, though $1,682,857 greater than 
that of August, 1876. For the eight months 
ended Ang. 31. 1878, the tmports were 804. 771. 
625, against $232,057,682 last vear. The New 
York August exports were $52,509,758, against 
For the eight months the 
exports were $242,676,011, against $203, 416, 329 
last year.

000 roubles; at the International 
Bank, 10,000,000 roudles; at the Moscow Mer- 
chants’ Bank, 5. 000. 000 roubles; at the Moscow 
Poliakoft Bank, 2, 000. 000 roubles;: and at other 
banks. 2. 500, 000 roubles. This only makes an 
aggregate of about 101,500,000; eo that, if these 
are ali the subscriptions, it will be necessary? as 
was contemplated in the event of the loan not be- 
‘ing covered, for the State Bank kb take the residue 
and dispose of it in its branches privately, as was 
done with part of a previous loan. 

THE SPECIE MOVEMENT. 

Corrected returns of the specie movement for the 
year up to July 31 show that it is very favorable 
to resumption of specie- payments. The net ex- 
ports of specie for the first seven months of the 
year have been only $1,369,223, although in the 
same time last yearthey were $25,000,000. For 
the rest of the year the prospects are that, owing to 
heavy crop exports, the imports of specie will be 
heavily in excess of the exports. 

BUSINESS PROSPECTS AT NEW ORLEANS. 

The New Orleans Times of Sept. 8 says: 

it was feared that the stringent embargo laid 
upon our lines of communication would have the 
etfect of diverting a serious proportion of the 
cotton legitimately due at New Orleans. But this 
view is not well-founded. We have received up to 
Sept. 7. since the Ist, 1,562 bales, against 1,077 
for the corresponding date last vear, and all in- 

ormation concurs in indicating that, although re- 
ceipts may be delayed, they will not be curtailed 
to anv appreciable extent. This is a very en- 
couraging refiection, and, taken in conjunction 
with the now assured fact of a magnificent sugar 
erop in Louisiana, is calculated to infuse a cheer- 
ful feeling into business circles. 

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA BONDS, 

In reply to the inqairy of a New York banker. 
the Treasurer of the United States has made a 
statement of the financial condition of the District 
of Columbia. He says the funded indebtedness 
of the District and the tate corporations of Wash- 
ington and Georgetown is $8,363,400, and that 
the amount of 54-year 3.65 funding bonds of the 
District outstanding at this date is 813. 743, 25 
These bonds were issued in pursuance of the Con- 
gressional act of 1874, the faith of the United States 
being pledged to pay the interest on the bonds as 
it may become due, and to create a sinking fund 
for the payment of the principal at maturity. The 
further increase of the deot was pronibited by the 
act of 1876, and the act of 1878 providing a form 
of Government for the District of Columbia re- 
quires the Secretary of the Treasury to carry out 
the provisions of that of 1874.

paid and foreigners were knocking at the @oor 
— if the city wanted money, it was a shame 
for the Administration to pay its employes in 
scrip. He believed from what he had seen on 
the streets—avents of brokers running to men 
for scrip—that there was a ring,—a combination 
formed to deal in the scrip, and that the 
Comptroller was in it; that tuat was the reason 
the scrip was iseued to the poor employes. He 
believed it was the dutv of the Finance Com- 
mittee, and Comptroller, and Mayor, if the 
credit of the cit¥ was as represented, to borrow 
money. There was nothing wrong in the reso- 
lutious. 

Ald. Pearsons said it was a matter of fact 
that money was very cheap, and he bad no doubt 
that the city could obtain any amount at a fair 
rate of mterest, but a decision of the Supreme 
Court interfered. 

Aid. Cullertou asked, if it was a fact that the 
city could not borrow money, why worthless 
paper was issued to the employes? 

Ald. Pearsons replied that tne Court had de- 
aided that a warrant on the Treasury for ser- 
Viees rendered was lawful. The city was por 
traveling in a legal way,— was ge tting r rid of i 
financial ernbarrassments, and paying its dette, 
All the certificates of 1877, except $900,000, had 
been paid ; the remainder would be, and the in- 
tegrity of the citv be intact. The taxes of 1873 
and 1874 were coming in. He believed if Con- 
gress kept its mouth shut, the commercial 
classes would work out the financial question to 


the satisfaction of everybody. The least the 
Councit said on the subject the better.

Among the varions projects proposed for the sup- 
diy ng of our people with money, or something to 
circulate in ite stead, the wildest, though by uo 
| myeans the least favored uf late, e that of au iesne 

by the Government of a legal- tender, which shall 
never be redeemed; that is, of the Government 
~“imoly makiag money. or printing slips and calling 
them one, five, or ten dollara, and vaying its debis 
to individual citizens with them, and comvelling 
the people to take them for all debts due vv others: 
in Other words. forcing on the people an irtedeem- 
able paper currency as a legul- ten ler, or issuing 

what is generally understood as at money 

What is orged fm tavor of this course ia, first, 
that uf the people accept such paper it will be as 
„hid as anv other paper money, it beine meant to 
Circulate and not to come back into the United 
* Treasury for redemption; secondly, that 
the Government can make enon: Zh of it at all times, 
which tt cannot do of gold coin, so that there will 
never be an insufficiency of currency in the coun- 
tery; nd. thirdly. that the Government wiil be 
the clear gainer by as much as it isene *, because it 
Willi be sO mach money in its bands, and cost no 
more than the paper and epyraving. 

ri he manifest „e. lions to this project are: 

I. There would be on the issuing of each a cur- 
renecy a creat rise in the price of gold, Tinie is the 
cane when paper currency of any kind is issued by 
the Government; but, if in addition to the difficu’ - 
tes heretotore in the way of circulativg our cue: 
rency, the 4jfvernment adde that of refusing to 
prom ise lo take it back or redeem it when it comes 
wack, the dificetty will be immeasurably in- 
Creuset.

If the credit 
of our country is not good enough to guarantee its 
paper, its authority will not be sufficiently respect- 
ed toenforce an unguaranteed currency.

IDA LOUIS PIERCE. 


The ** Case — An Impor- 
tant and Uaique 5 of the Wisconsin 
Supreme Court. 

Rpecial Dispatch to The Tribuna 
MILWAUKEE, Sept. 16.—The decision of the 

State Supreme Court in the case of Ida 

Louisa Pierce, on a writ of habeas corpus, is a 

full statement of the law of contempt as de- 

fined in the statutes, and is of interest to law- 
yers and to suitors in divorce cases, where the 
custody of children is given to eijber party. 

Mrs. Pierce, living in LaCrosse, bad a first hus- 

band named Adler, from whom she sought to 

procure a divorce, but the suit was defeated on 
evidence prejudicial to her own character. Her 
husband then sued for a divorce and had judg- 
ment in his favor, with a decree giving him the 
custody of the ebild. The divorced wife was 
afterwards married to a man named Pierce, aud 
continued to reside in LaCrosse. Her second 
husband was Killed in a railroad smasb-up, leav- 
ing hera widow. She afterward abducted the 
child from the personsin whose care it had 
been placed by her divorced husband, and 
fled with it to Chicago, where she had relatives. 
Ine was arrested for the abduction on a charge 
of contempt of Court, in violating the judicial 
order giviug the custody of the child to the 
husband, and was ordered to restore the child, 
and to pav a pevalty of $1. The child had in 
the meantime been placed by her Chicago rela- 
tives in a Catholic institution in that city, aud. 
in obedience to the order of the Court, she gave 
an order on the institution in question for the 
child. Ou presentation of the order there, it 
appeared that the child had been removed by the 
relatives, as was alleged, by an understanding 
with ber, and the Circuit, Court ordered her im- 
prisoned for a continuous contempt until the 
child should be produced. he writ of 
habeas corpus Was asked to secure her dis- 
charge from the LaCrosse County Jail on this 
order. It was stated that she was imprisoned 
in an unfit cell, and denied addess to her rela- 
tives at LaCrosse, and the State Board of Chart- 

ties aud Relorms took the case im band, and a 

general sensation was produced. The Supreme 

Court disc barge d Mrs. Pierce from the impris- 

onment. The most emphatic declaration of the 

Court in ite decision is, that, where a petition 

shows an illegal imprisonment, the writ of 

habeas corpus will not be denied, except on the 
most weignty considerations to be decided in 
each case; and in this case, a petition of a pri- 
vate person showing au illegal imprisonment by 
order of a Circuit Court, the writ will issue as an 
exercise of original jurisdiction by the Supreme 
Court. The decision then discusses the two 
penalties for contempt, one reiating to where 
damage is done to a private party by the de- 
fendant in contempt, in which the statute pro- 
vides that the defendant may rectify the wrong 

by stili obeying the order of the Court if in nis 
power, or may pay indemnity to the iujured 
party. The Court holds that the defendant can 
only be held as for a continuous coutempt 
where the aamage is to a private party, iu whieh 
the jaw provides a civil remedy bv indemnity 
to the person injured. Tye Court then says: 
‘ Where Judgment of divorce awards custody of 
a child of the parties tuthe father, and there- 
after the mother abducts the child, and removes 
it trom the jurisdiction of the Court, the fatber 
cannot recover damages for such abduction and 
detention. The contempt in that case ts a crim- 
inal offense, for which the utmost pevalty 
is six months’ imprisonment and the payment 
of the costs. The mother cannot be purmished 
in damages to the father, and it is not a con- 
tinuous contempt, for which she may be pun- 
ished by imprisonment until the child is re- 
stored. The decision coneludes as follows:

and pay forthwitt a fine of $1. and to stand com- 
mitted to the County Jai! uni she shonid fully 
commy-with the arder?

AGAIN A WOMAN. 


Arrest of a Clerk in Matson's 
Jewelry Store. 

He Is Charged with Stealing Their Goods and 
Giting Them te His Mistress.

Shortly after noon vesterday Constable Mor- 
ris, aided by Detectives Helnzman, Rvan, aud 
Aldrich, after having carefully shadowed apart- 
ments at No. 00 Madison street,—north west cor- 
ner of Dearbernh,—Room 15, concluded to swoon 
down upon the place and arrest the inmates upon 
warrants sworn out by the jewelry firm of N. 
Matson & Co., corner of State and Monroe 
streets. Deiective Heinzman rapped at the 
door, doffed his bat, and kindiy announced to 
Dr. Secord that be was uuder arrest; then to 
Mra. Dr. Irwia, who, with Dr. Secord, occu- 
pies the appartments. as consultation-rooms, 
he performed a similar office. The officers 
then forced their way into a rear room 
containing a bed, where they found Mrs. Lizzie 
Mitchell, a somewhat notorious woman, who has 
for many years been the mistress of Pat O'Neill, 
apd Frank W. Marchisi, a clerk in the jeweiry 
establishment of N. Matson & Co. It appears 
that Constable Morris some time ago ascertained 
that Marchisi and Mrs. Mitehell were to- 
gether a great deal, and that she ‘wore 
uncommonly good jewelry, and that he spenta 
considerable sum of money, and must of neces- 
sy he spending more than his salary to keep a 
mistress aud live in such grand stvle. The tirm 
were notifed, and after closely watch- 
ing bim, and a hasty glance through 
their stock ot goods, thev conciuded that 
he was appropriating goods from the store to 
his own uses. A series of investigations result- 
ed in yesterday’s arrest. The prisoners were 
searched, and despoiled of all the jewelry they 
had about them, and were sent to different sta- 
tions. The oflivers searched the Doctor's apart- 
ments, but found little or nothing to aid them 
in making out a case. They next search- 
ed the Doctor's home, No. 87 Aberdeen street, 
and found some silverware, and other jewelry, 
some of which it is said Matson & Co. are able 
to identify. Mrs. irwin’s house, No. 166 Peoria 
street, was next ransacked, and all sorts of 
jewelry was picked up aud ‘carried to the Cen- 
trai Station.

THE CITY “HALL. 


A committee composed of residents on 
Wabash and Indiana avenues, among them Robert 
T. Lincoln, A. J. Averill, Enos Ayres, andD. B. 
Fisk, called on Acting- Mayor Gilbert, in the after- 
noon, to protest against the use of cobbie-stones 
bv the street-railway companies. His Honor told 
them that the ordinance was so !ooselyv drawa that 
he had vetoed it. Tais gave great satisfaction to 
the gentlemen, out, as there was a likelihood of 
the measure being passed over the veto, they de- 
cided to talk te the Aldermen and attend the meet- 
ing of the Council inthe evening. It was under- 
stood later that they had converted several of the 
Aldermen. 


There are now outstanding a little over 


$900, 000 of the 77 certificates, $1,600, 000 having 


been gotten rid of—redeemed or received for 
taxes—since March 1. ‘The holders of the smaller 
ones due in October, November, and December, 
have been notified to fetch them in and get the 
cash, but mony are reluctant to do so. The object 
is to save the interest, 
fully $50,000, jf not more, has been saved so far 
As to the certificates for prior years, none of them 
have yet been taken up, so far as can be ascer- 
tained, and the reason is said to be that the back 
taxes received are not sufficient to doit. ‘There is 
some money on hand to the credit of the funds 
acvainst which the old certificates were drawn, and 
it is believed to be the intention of the authorities 
to take them up as soon as possible; but, as the 
officials are siient on the subject, it is impossibie 
to find out what they purpose doing. 


THE COUNTY BUILDING. 


The@ounty Collector yesterday sold prop- 
erty in the Town of Lake for delinquent taxes. He 
will sell in the same town again to-day. 


When the case of the murderer Carey was 
calied yesterday in the Criminal Court, a motion 
fora continuance was made, and granted, on the 
certificate of Dr. Geiger that Carey's physical con- 
dition would not admit of his trial. He certified 
that when brought to the jail he was suffering from 
dclirnum tremens, and since then had had several 
relapses, from the effect of one of which he was 
stil! suffering. 


It was stated in Sunday’s paper that 
€onunty-Clerk Klokke's attention had been called 
to the inefficiency of the bond of Condit, Collector 
vf the Town of Lake, etc.. and that he nad been 
notified by a committee of citizens tuat he would 
be hela responsible for any defanit. Mr. Kiokke 
yesterday said that no such notice had been served 
on him, and said that he had simply heard of 
something of the kind. Wien he ts served he will 
take such action as may scem best to him. 


The Grand Jury for September was im- 
paneled yesterday in the Criminal Court, and 
William Hopkinson was appointed foreman. At 
the time the jurv was drawn it was generally be- 
lieved, from the material of which it was com- 
posed, that it nad been drawn for a specific pur- 
pose, so, upon swearing them in yesterday, Judge 
Rovers gave thema plain, straigbtforwara lecture 
upon their duties. Upon retiring to their room 
they took up the jail cases, and, if they clear the 
docket, they will find little time to disobey the 
Court's instruction against making their office one 
to punish enemies anc develop whatever schemes 
a few of them are belleved to be interested in. 


H. F. Coy, the Sunday-school worker, 
who afew daysago pleaded guilty to one of the 
five indictments against him for forgery, wes in 
the afternoon sentenced to two years’ confinement 
in the Penitentiary at hard labor. Witnesses were 
heard as to his former character, which appeared 
to have been good upto a recent cate, and this. 
coupled with his gray hairs, influenced the Court 
on the side of mercy. ‘The Court remarked in the 
course of passing sentence thatif he had gone to 
trial on ali five indictments he could have gotten 
seventy vears—or fourteen years on each, Coy 
appesred to be reasonably well satisfied, and after 
taxing a tearful leave of a few friends he went 
back to jail.

THE CUSTOM-HOUSE, 


Four per cents to the amount of $3,900 
were taken yesterday. 


Collector Harvey, of the Internal-Revenue 
Department, is expected home this morning. 


The disbursements at the Sub-Treasury 
yesterday amounted to $65,000 in currency and 
$6, 000 in silver. 


Collector William Henry Smith departed 


at 5:15 vesterday afternoon by the Fort Wayne 
Koad for New York. 


The internal-revenue receipts yesterday 
amounted to $21,962, of which $16,441 was for 
spirits, $1,657 for cigars, $2,479 for tobacco, 
$1. 304 for beer, and $80 for licenses. 


Gen. McDowell is still engaged on those 
sewerage plans designed to supersede those on 
which the present cumbersome, complicated, and 
almost practically useless system is bused. The 
new plans contemplate, in brief, the running of a 
two-foot sewer from Adams to Jackson street. 
They will be submitted to the Department in a few 
days, and the General thinks that vermission to 
make the desired change, or addition rather, will 
not long be delayed. 

DUTIABLE BOOKS. 

An official circular received at the Post-Office 
yesterday conveys some additional information 
relative to the instructions issued by the Treasurv 
Department for the treatment by Collectors of 
Customs of dutiable books, newspapers, etc... im- 
ported in the mails from foreign countries, In 
explanation of the circular of June last relative to 
the transmission through the mails free of duty 
packages of newspapers and periodicals, it is 
stated that the circular was intended to relieve 
from the exaction of customs duties newspapers 
and periodicals intended mainly forthe personal 
use of the party to whomthey were aduressed. 
Such circular was not inteuded, and should not be 
construed, to confer any privileges whatever upon 
dealers in newspapers and periodicals, or other 
parties importing such newspapers and periodica!s 
as merchandise for trade or profit. It is therefore 
directed that where quantities of newspapers and 
periodicals imported through the mails are directed 
to any person presumaviy a dealer in such articles, 
such articles shall be returned as noginailabie 
matter. 

Complaints have been made to the Treasury De- 
part meut that books in large quantities, addressed 
to dealers, have been imported throagh the mails 
free of duty, under the supposed authority of the 
Department. The instructions ir this case are to 
decline to permit delivery of books imported 
through the mails, which, from the quantity or 
other circumstances, are presumably intended for 
the use of anv other person than to whom they are 
addressed, or as merchandise; and in no instance 
will the use of the maile be permitted to enable 
parlies to import articles of merchandise which 
should be properly treated as subject to duty under 
the Customs-Kevenue laws; and books in the lat- 
ter Case, as in the case of newspapers and period- 
icals, should be returned to the foreiga country 
from which they came as non-mailable matter. In 
a letter addressed to the Post:aasier-General on 
this subject, Secretary Sherman says: 

As a rule. it may be stated that no books are exempt 
from customs duties because of their importauon 
through the mall, and this mode of transmission coufers 
no rights upon books other than those which attach 
when imported in the ordinary manner. The general 
rules of this Department permit customs officers to ex- 
ercise adiscretion as to admitting {ree aux articles of 
merchandise which have not adutiable value of over 
$1. and this applies to books as well as to other articles. 
whether coming through the mails or otherwise. it 
may be presumed, however, that such discretion Will 
not be exercised in regard to books. exceptinthe case 
ot single cupics of books transmitted through the mail 
forthe use vf private persona, sent ia good faith for 
that purpose. 

THE SILVER DOLLARS.

Three burglars were abroad on Hoyne 
avenue early Sunday morning, but, though they 
broke into three houses, they got nothing except 
at the residence of Col. T. Pattison, No. 27, where 
they secured $4 and a ticld-glass. 


At last, after much delay, much puttering 
around, and much subterfuge, the case of Kittie 
Gibley. alias Suydam, alias Gioltag. alias Gilbey, 
and Alias a hundred other things beside, has come 
to a final settlement. Yesterday the attorney for 
the prosecution and the counsel for the defense, 
named respectively George A, Gibbs and Frank J. 
Smith, sailed atm-in-arm into Justice Foote's 
Court and filed a paper jointly agreeing that Kittie 
should not be prosecuted for forgery. 


Edward Bryant, a young State-street loaf- 
er. and Daisy Harper were locked up at the Armory 
last evening until the police are able to ferret outa 
churge against them. The latter is the adopted 
daughter of Mrs. E. M. Mack, of 1371

took her to Mueller's Hotel on State street near 
Harmon Court, where he engaged a room for her, 
Stating to the proprictors that she was his young 
sister, and that be wished to provide for her until 
she procurea a situation. Later screams were heard 
in the room, and the proprietor, hearing the noise, 
seat out for Officer Race, who arrested both of 
them. . 
CLAUDE MANSFIELD. 

Deputy-Sheriff Reuben H. Gates, of Ashland, 
O., left for home on the 5:15 last evening having 
in charge Claude E. Mansfield, who was arrested 
sotue two or three weeks ago charged with attempt- 
ing to blackmail Mrs. E. J. Cole of No. 
127 North Clark street. He got into conver- 
sation with her throngh an advertisement. and 
then representing that he had been hired by her in- 
tended husband to shadow her, and that he would 
report favorably if she would pay him liberaily. 
The following letter was sent by an anonymous 
correspondent from this city. and led to Mans- 
fie!d’s identification witb other crimes: 

70 Reuben M. Gates, Denuty Srerif. Ashland, 0.— 
Dear Sin: If you want Huntington, altas Hutchings, 
come and get him. Isent word to we once betore 
where he was, but I have understood since that the 
people of Ashland would not prosecute him even if 
they had the chance. Ithink it is ashame toscreen 
such a noted criminalasH. He nad a wire living at 
Waverly. N. V.:; married her under the name of 
Hutchings: robbed her of $2,000 and over, besides 
leaving ner with a child, a boy. 

He then came to Asolandand married Taylor's dauch- 
ter without having a aivorce from his New York wife. 
You know his carcerin Ashiand. He has still another 
wife living in New York City. He ts bere now trying 
the same game on some of the best famimites ia the city 
and surrounding towns. If you want him you can tind 
him at No. 183 Indiana street, iiving witha prostitate 
who 'sasbad as he is. In the name of justice, why 
don't you prosecute him? JUSTICE. 

The Taylor mentioned is a wealthy iron- 
molder of Ashland, O. ‘He is wanted there for 
bigamy in marrving his daugbter, for embezzie- 
ment of $275 from Mr. Taylor, for forging his 
name to a check for $350, and for the larcény of a 
gold watch and chain from a friend of his wife's, 
which he obtained by first breaking the chain and 
then insisting upon getting it repaired for her. 
In this city still another woman showed up, bat who 
she was nobody knew, save that out few conceded 
that she was his wife.

SIMdONI. 
HE PLEADS GUILTY. 

At the opening of the Criminal Court yesterday, 
the case of Simoni, the murderer of Nicholas Mc- 
Cue, wae called. The court-room was crowded, 
and in the mass were the aged father and mother 
of the deceased, who occupied seats just inside tae 
railing and near the State's Ajtorney. Messrs. 
Reed and O’Brien appeared for the defendant. and 
he came into court in quite a nervous condition, 
not forgetting the peculiar shrugging of his shoul- 
ders. 

The proceedings were commenced by Mr. O’Brien 
calling for the indictment in the case. 

Mr. Mills produced the indictment, and remarked 
that an application had been made for a change of 
venue, but he now understood that the defense 
desired to withdraw the motion. 

Mr. Reed said tne prisoner desired to withdraw 
his plea of not guilty. and enter the plea of 
** guilty,” which very few were prepared for, and 
which caused some commotion in the room. 
| The Court asked if the prisoner had been in- 

formed of the importance of the step he was about 
to take, and inquired for an interpreter. 

Mr. Reed replied that he had fully informed his 
client. and pointed out the Italian’ Consul, whom 
he had secured to interpret. 

The Consul was sworn, and the Court asked him 
to inform the prisoner that. if he pleaded guilty 
he would be either hanged bv the neck until dead. 
or sent to the Penitentiary for life. The Coneul 
did as told, and Simoni’s eyes fell to the floor, his 
face grew pale, and he hesitated to say anything. 
Mr. O'Brien. noticing this, spoke to him en a low 
tone, and a moment later he nodded assent, in- 
tending to compyy the idea that he knew what he 
was about. 

When the Court was informed of the prisoner's 
answer, the interpreter was told to ask him. 
if, under the circumstances, he was willing to plead 
guilty, in answer to which came another nod. 

The Court—He fully understands’ 

The Interpreter-— Yes, sir. 

The Court—Very well; let the plea of guilty be 
entered, 

The Clerk entered the plea accordingiy. 

Mr. Reed—Your Honor wil! not pass sentence 
now’ We shall want time to produce evidence for 
the defense. 

The Court— No. I sheil want to hear the evi- 
dence, the same as before a jury. I will defer sen- 
tence, therefore, until the close of the term, —prov- 
ably until sentence-day. 

The prisoner was then taken in charge and re- 
turned to jail. In passing through the crowd he 
passed by the father and inother of his victim, and 
quite ascene ensued. Mrs. McCue stood up as he 
passed, and cried out. On. you murderer,” and 
sank back into her seat sobbing alond, aud cov- 
ering her face with her hands. The room was all 
in a dustle at once. and some excitement prevailed, 
in the midstof which the father jumped up and 
cried out to Simoni. Oh. you low, dirty villain.” 
Order was soon restored, and the prisoner was 
a rushed through the crowd and out of 
Sight.

BILLY O' BRIEN. 
SUMMONING A JURY. 

Coroner Deitzsch went down to the Twenty- 
second Street Police Station yesterday morning to 
hold an inquest on the remams of Billy 
O’Brien, the young man who was shot and killed 
by Officer Jones Sunday afternoon, while trying to 
make his escupe from arrest. The father of the 
deceased was present. and as he claimed 
that he wanted to get witnesses to 
prove the character his son the Coroner 
impaneled a jury and continued the inquest 
until 3 o'clock Wednesday afternoon, at the 
Twenty-second Street Station. The body was de- 
livered up to frends after it had been looked 
upon” by the jury, and it was removed to Sixty- 
first street, 

The reporter had a talk with Officer Elliott, who 
stated the circumstances of the arrest as re ported 
in vesterdays Tinu. He, however, denied 
that Sam Felker had anything whatever to do with 
the arrest of O'Brien. He said the officers had 
orders from headquarters to run in“ any sneak 
thief whom they might find, and. knowing 
that that class of criminals usually infested the av- 
enues Sunday afternoons, it was their custom to 
strollaround these thoroughfares and watch for 
game. He and Jones had done precisely that same 
thing last Sunday. They walked over toward tne 
lake, and, at the corner of Wabash avenue and 
Sixteenth street, they had accidentally ran upon 
Sam Felker, who was standing a short distance 
from another man, with whom it appeared he was 
conversing. As the officers approached, Felker 
said, as they thought, in a tone of warning to his 
comrade, **What are yon cappers doing up this 
way? They told him they were merely looking 
about. and asked him who that other person was. 
He replied that he guessed they knew him: that he 
was employed by Bradley years agwo detecting 
counterfeiters. He told them that his name was 
** Peters,” and that he lived in Petersburg. in this 
State. This wasthe man whom it was atterward 
learned was Charley Adams. 

Officer Ellicott said that he and Officer 
Jenes went on as far as Butter- 
feld street, then back again to State. 
and, when near Eighteenta street. he saw O'inen 
coming toward them. He said to Jones: I think 


that’s Billy O'Brien, iet en!“ The officers h 

understood that this n was wanted on —— 
of something concerning a recent arrest, and 
thereforc they made the arrest, with the results 
already described. said they knew nothing 
about any requisitton in the hands of the Fel- 
kers, more than they had heard a rumor to 
this effect. One of the clerks in H. P. Ish- 
ams real-estate office, in the Marine-Bank Build- 
ing, was down to the station yesterday morning 
with a man who was in the alley at the rear of the 
building at the time the office was robbed by a 
sneak-thief of $69 and some drafis, and he 
identified O'Brien as the person he saw ump out 
of the window and ran away. But this dene en- 
uon is not absolutely trustworthy, since this 


individual reviously identified quite a different | 


person as the thief. Thecierk who was on duty 
at the time saw only the back of the sneak, and is 
of course unable to teil whether O'Brien was the 
man or not, 

The reporter nad previously bad 4 talk with 
Deputy-Sapt. Dixon upon the subject. who had 
told him that né'requisition had ever oeen placed 
in the hands of the heads of the Department, but 
that the prisoner was believed to have been im- 
plicated in the Palmer House robbery. He thought 
that no blame could be possibly attached to the 
oficers in the matter, as they had simply done 
their duty. 

JONES’ ARREST. 

Police-Oficer William A. Jones, who shot 
O’Brien, was arrested and taken before Justice 
Pol'ak yesterday afternoon upon a complaint al- 
leging that Jones had with malice aforethought 
killed by shooting” the said O'Brien. A change 
of venue was taken to Justice Meech, and there the 
officer gave £10,000 bonds for a hearing Sept. 20 
at p. m. Patrick O'Brien, the father of the dead 
youch, is the compltainant. 

Considerable indignation is expressed in the 
Twenty -second street district among the residents, 
who live in the immediate vicinity of where the 
OLBrien shooting occured. It is claimed that the 
shooting was wanton, unprovoked, and even 
malicious. but then there are always two 
sides to a story. It is also asserted that the 
boy was shot not at the distance of 100 feet, but 
exuctly the width of Butterfield street, which is 
quite narrow. When shot he staggered and fell 
into the di ch. A Trimune reporter spent an 
hour yesterday in the vicinity, and ascertained 
in that short espace of time that the people in- 
tended to make a pretty strong showing on 
the day of the inquest, and even at the 
stationg there are not a few officers who deprecate 
their brother officer's haste. The fact remains un- 
disputed that the kid“ was a skillful and in- 
veterute thief, and that ia all that can be said 
against him. lle was not a desperado, and 
not at all dangerous, but, on the contrary, 
was of a gentle and reticent §  disposi- 
tion, and was at times considered 
effeminate. He never drank liquor. never gam- 
bied, and was not given to any of the vices with 
which crooked men are 80 familiar. Pinkerton's 
and other detectives who have known bim speak 
niguly of his many good qualities, and deprecate 
only his thieving propensities. Under better home 
and social influences the boy would have made a 
worthy man, as he was undoubtedly very smart 
and cunning. 

in crooked circles he was repnted the smartest 
young thief of New York. Althougnu only 18 
years of age the 20th of last August, and although 
ais actual crooked career commenced only 
two years ago, when he was taken in 
charge of the notorious Joe Parrish, 
he has saved money by the basketful. He owned 
a house and large lot on the corner of Michigan 
avenue and ‘Twenty-fifth street, another on 
Archer avenue, and a cottage house, hand- 
somely furnished, and a lot, at No. G62 
Thirty-first street. Besides this, several 
well-known sporting-men owed bim con- 
siderable sums of morey. About a year ago 
he married a poor but respectable pene Irish girl 
who is now the motherof a fine child, although she 
isnot yet16 yearsof age. The Kid“ never 
served any time in the Peritentiary, as was stated 
in yesterday's paper, nor was he ever convicted. 
He was seidom arrested for the commis- 
sion of any crime, and claimed to work 
entirely away from this city. Yesterday 
some of the police gave it out that the arrest was 
made because he was wanted for the roobery of 
Henry P. Isham’s office. This is not so, for the 
city police did not know of that regbery until four 
days alter it occurred, when it was published in 
the columns of Tun Tarpuxe, and Pinkerton's 
avency had by that time satisfied themselves that 
neither of the O'Brien brothers had committed 
ic. It was also given out that clerks and others 
had iientified the dead face as that of the boy who 
made the sneak, and this likewise proved false. 

‘The cause of the arrest is asserted to be precisely 
this, and it can be easily asceriained. The noto- 
rious Felkers, who have been after James Car- 
roll with a requisition for committing a 
Nebraska robbery, also wanted Billy O'Brien. 
Thomas Bigelow, and James Brown. The two 
latter left town rather than get into the clutches 
of these notorious men. Carroll and his friends 
have been bled as with leeches by these men, and 
O’Brien only kept his freedom by almost daily 
meetings, at the Briggs House, with some 
member of the Felser family. That he 
paid them money is plainly apparent, for he has 
frequentiy contracted temporary loans from 
friends, and has been seen to go direct to meet his 
enemies, It is also a fact easily proven that Sam 
Felker and Charles Adams, a bank-burglar, met 
Detectives Elliott and Jones but a few moments 
beforekhe Kid wasarreste4, ard that upon seeing 
him coming they went direct to Joe Parrish’s 
house, and told him that the Kid was pinched.” 
Peter O'Brien asserts tust Billy went to that cor- 
ner to meet Felker and pay uim some more hush- 
money, and he 1s of the opinion that the Felkers 
thought they could use him as well as they 
did Carroll when they got him behind the 
bars.

COMPANY C RETURNS COVERED WITH GLORY. 

Ly the victory of Company C of the First Regi- 
ment at St. Louis, it was made the champion com- 
pany of the West. It drilled with ten other mili- 
tary companies, each considering itself proticient, 
including the Porter Guards, of Nashville, and the 
Chickasaw Guards, of Memphis, the latter having 
hitherto been rated as the best company outside 
of the New York Seventh.

They took the second prize. and cher 
faily gave the first place to Company C, which 
makes the third time for this command, and gives 
it the andisputed championship of the West and 
South, for this was a national contest. 

0 ompany O arrived via the Illinois Central at 
6:30 o'clock yesterday morning, and were met at 
the depot by a goodly number of enthusiastic 
friends, considering the hour. Capt. Frank B. 
Davis and First-Sergt. Jobn Oliver looked modest 
but happy as they received the hearty greeting of 
their friends. The members of this company made 
no boasts upon setting out, but merely said they 
would do their best, which, however, according to 
al! accounts, they did not quite do. The military 
compauies that boasted most found that they oc- 
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cupied the lowest places in the list of competitors | 


when the prizes were awarded. 

It is to be regretted that the Second ent 
did not take the prize for battahon drill. ay it is 
certainly well up in regimental movements. Com- 
pany b of the First. which secured the firth rlace, 
also arrived yesterday morning viathe Alton Koad. 

The First Sergeant of Company C wore a long 
blue ribbon upon his bayonet, and each member 
was provided with a blue badge (the company col- 
or), upon which was stam in goid the letter 
C.“ Sergt. Oliver also displaved a gold medal, 
vained at $50, which was presented to him by the 
Porter Guards, of Nashville, for being considered 
the best First Sergeant in the field. 

The boys came home covered with 3 and 
their triumph under the circumstances will be a 
benedit to the First Regiment and to Chicago.

M’ KIRDY—DYKEs. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaso, Sept. 16.—The facts in Dykes’ case in 
reference to the charge of abduction, are simply 
these: I have been acquainted with Capt. and Mrs.

As it was now getting dark I was 
ready to go home, and said I did not think my wise 
would come now; and we left the office. I then said 
to Mrs. Dykes: It is dark, and the vessel cannot 
get out. as the wind is ahead, You had better come 
uo home with me and see my folks, and stay all 
night, and I will bring you down first thingin the 
morning. She said she wanted another giass of 
ginger ale, and we went into Mr. Byrne's, and she 
tnere took one glass of ginger ale,and | introduced 
her to Mr. Byrne as Capt. Dykes’ wife. We tnen 
got into my buggy to drive to my house. We 
had got on Lake street between the bridge 
and Canal street, when she changed her 
mind, and said she preferred to, and would 
stay down town. I stopped the horse, and let 
her get out, sad good night,” and drove off. 
And this was the last 1 saw of her. 
I have since learned that she went to the Hatch 
House that evening, and remained there till Friday 
aftcrnoon, going out every day, as the proprietor 
says. I have not seen her since. She then went 
to her husband on board the vessel. On last Satur- 
day forenoon Capt. Dykes and some of his friends 
called on me, and wanted me to agree to drop the 
whole matter, and he would retract what had been 
put in the papers, saving that he had not said one- 
half of what had been in the papers. I told him 
he had gone too far, as my character 
had been deeply injured, and 1 would see the 
thing out. Whenthe case came up on Saturday 
afternoon he and his lawyer asked for a continu- 
ance and postponement. land my attorney, Mr. 
Riehberg. insisted on a trial, knowing there was 
not a shadow of a case against me, but they suc- 
ceeded in having the case continued ten days. 
They have tried to get me to agree not to prosecute 
Dykes for false arrest and defamation of charac- 
ter, they agreeing to not prosecute, and drop the 
case. One can easily see why they had the case 
continued. But | won't compromise with them.

THE RAILROADS. 


TICKET-AGENTS’ CONVENTION. 

Tbe General Ticket and Passenger Associa- 
tion met again yesterday morning at the Ap- 
pellate Court room, Mr. 8. C. Boylston in the 
chair. 

The committee appointed at the previous 
meeting to solicit funds for the yellow-fever 
sufferers was authorized to disburse the money 
collected by them as they may deem proper. 

An amendment to the constitution was of- 
fered that no one who is not a member of the 
Association shall be eligibie to any office longer 
than he continues a member thereof; but a 
change from one railwav to another during va- 
cation shall not affect the official standing of 
any member who is properly accredited. After 
a short discussion the matter was laid over. 

A resolution was adopted that, inasmuch as 
the rules hitherto adopted regarding the collec- 
tions for excess of baggage have been thus far 
of only partial application, owing to the various 
necessitics of the different systems of the roads 
in the country, and to bring about a more sat- 
isfactory working, the following exceptions will 
be permitted to be made: From all points east 
of the Mississippi River, 200 pounds of baggage 
may be checked on each emigrant ticket to any 
point west thereof, and that the rules govern- 
ing first and second class tickets apply to emi- 
grant tickets up to any point on the Mississippi 

River. Lhe excess on emigrant tickets to anv 
point on the Mississippi River over the amount 
allowed on first and second class tickets shal! 
be charged 15 per cent of emigrant rates per 100 
pounds to the nearest point on the river. 

A motion was made that a stenographic re- 
porter be employed to report the brilliant and 
able speeches, etc., of the members of the As- 
sociation. There were, however, a great many 
who were not anxious to havetheir sayings pub- 
lished verbatim, and owing to their opposition 
the scheme failed. 

A resolution in memory of Dr. Isaac L. 
Welch, a member of the Association, who died 
since the last Convention, was passed. It re- 
ferred feciingiv to his integrity and all those 
charactertatics which distinguished him as a 
man, and réndered his services especially valua- 
ble to his company and the Association. The 
sympathies of the Association were extended to 
his family. 

The thanks ot the Association were voted to 
the resident General Passenger and Ticket 
Agents ot Chicago, to J. B. Drake & Co., pro- 
prietors of the Grand Pacific Hotel, and Frank 
Parmelee’s omnibus line for courtesies and 
favors extended. 

Several amendments to the constitution were 
proposed, but were not adopted. 

The Convention then resolved itself into a 
Committee of the Whole, with Mr. E. St. John 
in the chair, to discuss the question of rates. 

A question was raised regarding the advisa- 
bility of discontinuing the present rate-sieet. 
and in its place establish district rate-sheets. It 
was proposed to form District Associations, as 
tollows: East, West, Southwest, Southeast, 
and Central. 

After a lengthy discussion it was resolved that 
the present rate-sheet in use by the Association 
be abolished, and that a committee of twenty- 
five, to be made up of members from the differ- 
ent sections, be appointed by the Chair to de- 
vise a plan for territorial rate-sheets and report 
to the mevting at 3 p. m. 

Upon reassembling the Committee recom- 
mended a reconsideration of the vote to abolish 
the present rate-sheet, which was done. 

They also recommended that the present 
schedule of rates be published as usual, and that 
the territorial rate-sheets as at present in vogue 
be published as may be deemed most advisable 
by the General Ticket Agents at competitive 
centres, and that territorial associations be 
formed to settle local differences. 

A motion prevailed that the schedule of rates 
be continued in force until the spring meeting 
in New York. 

A resolution was also adopted that a commit- 
tee of twenty be a by the Assuciation 
to consider what changes of organization, if any, 
are necessary to render it of greater permanent 
value to the passenger and transportation inter- 
ests of the United States ; and that 
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said committee report at the next regular meet - 
of the Association. 

t was resolved that the General Bagrage 
Agents of the roads, members of this Associa- 
tion, be instructed to use as great care as 
ble in promotly forwarding all checks that may 
be sent to them or the baggage agents ot the 
roads for distribution to connecting roads, and 
that all checks delivered to them shall be way- 
bilied, so that, if not promotly delivered, thev 
can be traced in the same way as estray baggage 
is traced. 

Tae Convention then adjourned sine die. 

This morning the members of the Asscciation 
will go on an excursion tendered by the man- 
agers of the Chicago & Northwestern to Elgin 
and Geneva Lake. The train leaves Wells Street 
Depot at 8:30 a. m. and returns at 6 p. m. 

At 9 o’clock this evening an excursion starts 
for St. Paul onthe Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railroad. Some thirty members have 
already signitied their intention to participate 
in this excursion. 

The General Ticket and Passenger Agents of 
the roads in Ohio, Indiana, IIIiuois. 1 
and Wisconsin held a meeting at the Gran 
Pacific Hotel last evening, and decided to form 
the Central Division General Ticket and Passen- 
ger Agents’ Association. A meeting will be 
held iu this city on Oct. 9 to perfect the organ- | 
ization. This is in accordance with a resolution 
passed by the General Ticket and Passenger 
Agents’ Convention in the afternoon, which 
provides fur the establishment of five division 
associations. The Eastern Division Association 
was organized in Boston some time ago. 


FAST FREIGHT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Sept. 15.—The Directors of the 
Erie & North Shore Dispatch Company are to 
meet in this city Tuesday to adjust the dif- 
ferences between the Canadian railroads over 
which the transportation line is operated. It is 
stated that the trouble arises from a demand by 
the Canada Southern for a larger percentage of 
business, which the Grand Trank and Great 
Western Roads resist. The iatter road claims 
that, by reason of recent loss of traffic from 
the Blue Line, which was reduced from 
8 to % per cent by Thomas A. Scott, 
as arbitrator, its percentage should be in- 
creased. The present percentages are: Great 
Wastern, 50 per cent; Canada Southern, 30 per 
cent; Grand Trunk, 20 percent. It was stated | 
on Saturday that there had been a disposition 
in some guarters forsome time to abolish the 
Erie & North Shore Dispatch Company, Mr. 
Vanderbilt favoring the consolidation of the 
fast-freight business so as to have ouly two or 
three fast-freight lines.
